Proposals 
( 1 ) To notify that electric cables and conductors shall be subject to quality 
control and inspection prior to export : 

( 2 ) To specify the type of inspection in accordance with the draft Export of 
Electric Cables and Conductors ( Inspection ) Rules , 1966 , set out in Annexure II 
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to this notification as the type of inspection which will be applied to such electric 
cables and conductors ; 

( 3 ) (i ) To recognise the specifications, which shall be a national standard of 
a foreign country , declared by the exporter as the agreed specifications for elec 
tric cables and conductors ; 

( ii ) To recognise the Indian Standard Specifications issued by the Indian 
Standards Institution mentioned in Annexure I as the standard specifications for 
the electric cables and conductors ; 

( 4 ) To prohibit the export, in the course of international trade , of any such 
electric cables and conductors , inless the same are either accompanied by a 
certificate issued by the Indian Standards Institution recognised by the Central

ANNEXURE JI 


Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963. 

1 . Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) Those rules may be called the Export 
of Electric Cabies and Conduciors ( Inspection ) Rules , 1966 . 
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( 2 ) They shall come into force on the 1st September, 1966 . 

2 . Definition . — In these rules electric cables and conductors shall mean elec 
tric cables and conductors as described in the respective Indian Standards men 
tioned in Annexure I. 


3 . Basis of Inspection . -- Inspection of electric cables and conductors shall be 
carried out with a view to seeing that the same conform to the specifications 
recognised by the Central Government under section 6 of the Export ( Quality 
Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 (hereinafter referred to as the standard specifi 
cations ) . 


4. Procedure of inspection . — 111 An exporter intending to export electric 
cables and conductors shall give intimation in writing of his intention so to do 
and submit along with such intimation the declaration as to the agreed spccifica 
tions of the export contract, to the Indian Standards Institution recognised under 
section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , 
hereinafter referred to as the Institution , to enable it to carry out the inspection 
in accordance with rule 3 . 

( 2 ) Evely intimation and declaration under sub - rulc ( 1 ) shall be given not 
less than ten days before the expected date of shipment . The consigoment of 
electric cables and conductors shall be kept ready for inspection without heing 
packed wherever agreed to by the cxporter and the Institution . 

( 3 ) On l eceipt of the intimation and declaration under sub - rule ( 2 ) , the 
Institution shall carry out the inspection of electric cables and conductors in 
accordance with rule 3 . 

( 4 ) ( i ) If on inspection , the Institution is nf opinion that the electric cables 
and conductors do not comply with the requirements of rule 3 it shall intimate 
the exporter accordingly and may give ill option to the exporter to again present 
the same for inspection , after making good the omissions or defects, within a 
period not cxcccding thirty days from tlic date of such intimation . 

( ii ) The exporter may present the electric cables ind conductors for re 
inspection to the Institution after giving advarice intimation of not less than 
seven days. 

( 5 ) After satisfying itsell that the electric ( ables and conductors conform to 
the requirements of rulc 3 , the Institution shall issue i certificate declaring the 
consignment as export - worthy . 


5 . Procedure for affixation of rerogned mark . The provisions of the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks ) Act , 1952 ( 38 of 1952 ) , the Indian 
Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Rules. 1955 and the Indian Standards 
Tnstitution ( Certification Marks ) Regulations, 1955 , shall so far as may be. apply 
to the procedure of affixing recognised marks on electric cables and conductors 
for determining conformity to the recognised specification . 


6 . Place of Inspection . - - Innection of electric cables and conductors for the 
purposes of these rules , shall be carried out either 

( a ) at the promises of the manufacturer, or 
( h ) at the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter, provid 

ed adequate l acilities for the purpose exist therein . 


7 . Inspection fem. - Afce at the rate of twenty paise for every one hundred 
ripeas of the T . O . B value of cach such consignment shall be paid as inspection 
fer for inspection of clectric rables and conductors under rule 4 of these rules. 


8 . Appeal — ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Institution to 
issue a certifrite under cub -rule ( 5 ) of rule 4 , may , within ten navs of the receipt 
of the coinmunication of such refusal by him , prefer an appeal to a panel of 
experts consisting of not less than three persons, as may he constituted for the 
purpose hy the Central Government. 
( 2 ) The decision of the panel on such appeal shull he final.
